The Flooded Kogiens. 
Toledo, February 18th.—The gorge below 
the city broke this morning. The huge 
masses opp >site the city mover! rapidly out, 
and by daylight the water had fallen five feet. 
The river is now comparatively free from ice, 
and is stiJl falling. In its outward passage 
the flood carried away the remainder of the 
wagon bridge at Cherry street, an additional 
span of the Pennsylvania Itiilro&d bridge, 
and the Union bridge, which connected the 
middle ground with the cast eidp, and was 
used as a transfer between the east and west, 
used by various railway companies. Damage 
to the Wheeling and Lake Erie bridge, two 
miles down the rivir, is also reported. A few 
small crafis lying at the docks were torn from 
their fastenings and carried down as far as the 
last named bridge, but no serious injury 
to shipping has yet occurred. As the course 
of the stream is now unobstructed, and the 
water is fast approaching its natural stago, no 
further trouble is likely to occur. The loss 
to the city and rabivay companies by the de­ 
struction of briagf is very heavy. 
A t 6 o’clock tais evening the water was 
lowered ten feet from the highest mark, 
which was twen'y-eix inches above that of 
1881. The Wheeling and Lake Erie trestle- 
work approach on the east side was carried 
away, and that on the west end thrown out of 
plumb. Several railways losing the use of 
bridges will temporarily emp'oy ferryboats. 
Caibo (111.), February 18ib.—The river at 
this place is 49 leet 8 inches, and rising three- 
fourths of an inch an hour. 
There is very 
little excitement, but considerable destitution 
acd loss cf stock and property is reporte! 
south of here. It is supposed the river will 
come to a stand to-morrow night. The Illi­ 
nois Central Raiiroad is preparing to raise the 
grade of the levee at once, and a committee 
of citiVns has been appointed to inspect the 
levee for weak places. 
THE BED CROSS ASSOCIATION. 
W ashington, February 18th. — At the 
meeting cf the American Association of the 
Red Cross in this city the floods in the Ohio 
valiay weie considered, and the President re­ 
ported that tho associate Societies at New 
Or lean?, Lynchburg, Memphis and Rochester 
are already at work. It was decided that 
contributions in money should be received by 
the Central Committee, through Secretaries 
Foiger aud Liccoln andCommissioner Luring, 
composing the Board of Trustees, and dis- 
trifcuted through the agents of the Associa­ 
tion as heretofore. 
The liallroad L'onsalidution 4)uest!on. 
i W ashington, February 18th.—It is un­ 
derstood that the Committeo on Pacific Rail­ 
roads will be recognized in the House to­ 
morrow, to call up, under a suspension of the 
rules, the bill to consolidate railroads in the 
Territories of the United States. It is in­ 
tended by the parties in charge of the bill to 
offer a substitute which will remove some of 
the objectionable features cf the bill, which 
caused the California Legislature to request 
tho State delegation here to vote against it. 
Tim substitute, Jt is understood, conforms to 
the provisions of the Senate bill for the same 
purpose. Tho principal changes made are in 
relation to the lind grant question and the 
subjection of the consolidated lines to suits 
in the State as will as Federal Courtr. It 
will provide that the Consolidated company 
may sue or be sued in any Court in the United 
States, and that the consolidation shall not 
affect the conditiocB under which the compa­ 
nies hold lands gnmted them by the Govern­ 
ment. 
Christianizing Ihe Chinese—Views or a 
Catholic Priest. 
Nfw Yobk, February 18tli.—“ No,” said 
Father Lynch, pastor of the Chnrch of the 
Transfiguration, in Mott Btreet, to a reporter 
yesterday, “ the Catholic Church has token 
no stops for the conversion of the Chinese in 
New York. These people, who are chiefly 
the scum of their nation, caro as a rale noth­ 
ing whatever abcat isligicn. The schools 
started by Protestant denominations have 
really been able to effect nothing. The few 
converts to Christianity whom they have 
made are chiefly actuated by self-interest. 
Their profession oi: Christianity brings them 
trade. When the Archbishop of San Fran­ 
cisca went to Rome, he had an interview with 
Cardinal Simoni respecting the evangelization 
of the Chinese in San Francisco. The 
Cardinal, turning to his nephew, Father A l- 
tonacci, said: ‘Will you go?’ Father An- 
tonaeci accepted kt once, and arrived in New 
York in September last on his way to San 
Francisco, where be now is. Ore day while 
here he had a conversation with Domingo de 
Luce, an intelligent Portuguese Chinaman, 
and De Luce made a remark that struck him 
as being just. He said that until tho Chinese 
in this city were married tbey would never 
think about religion. This is eminently true. 
The 
vice3 
of 
these 
people 
will 
make religion impossible to them un­ 
der existing circumstances. They are a 
worthless lot, who do no good and a very 
great deal of harm. A large number of un­ 
fortunate women have taken to opium-smok­ 
ing Only a short time ago a pretty, young 
girl came here and took the pledge against 
alcohol. Now she is destroying herself with 
opium. These women must have something 
to deaden their pangs of conscience, ar.d 
opium-smoking has become prevalent antoEg 
them. These opium dens should bo s we pt away. 
To return to the question of Christianizing, 
it is only among tne children of the Chinese 
by whito mothers that we can hops for sue- 
cess. When I was attached to St. Stephen’s 
Chnrch, I baptized three Chinamen of the 
better kind, and married them to three re­ 
spectable Irish women. The Chinese were 
cooks and tho women servants in families. I 
kept them in view for several years, and the 
worron testified that the Chinese were good 
husband». Ore of the men died a good Cath­ 
olic, and rtceived the sacrament of the 
Church. The others I "have lost eight of. 
As to making converts among whito people 
of this quarier, the field is very small, for our 
population is nearly all Irish and Italians, 
who are Catholics already. W hat we have 
to do is to convert them from their drinking 
and other vices.”

That ever visited the Wilmington coal fiolds. 
It was in No. 2 shaft of the Wilmington 
Coal Mino and Manufacturing Company, 
known as the Diamond Company. It was 
situated three and one-ha!f miles northwest 
of this city. Th3 little village of Diamond is 
a ecene of desolation calculated to wring the 
heart of even the most hardened to recces . f 
misery. Sixty-eight men and six boys lie 
dead in the min~, and it may he wtekB before 
even the melancholy Bath faction of recovr ricg 
their dead bodies ia accorded. No such calam­ 
ity has ever befxUeu this Bection of the c.,un- 
try. The whole of Diamond ia devoted to 
mining, and this blow carries death into a 
hundred families. In several instances all 
the male members of the family have been 
carried away. A section cf prairie land over 
which the fl jods had extended until the water 
stood three or four feet deep suddenly caved 
iu, the result bring the instantanecus fl joding 
oí a mine in which three hundred men and 
boys were at work. Within half an hour the 
water had reached all parts of the works, and 
to night stands within five feet of the main 
shaft. Seventy-four human keing3 were 
choked to 
DEATH IN THE GRIM RECESSES 
Of the mine. All hope of the possible rescue 
of any of them by the opening of a driveway 
from an old air shaft into the works was 
abandoned at dusk, when the water poured 
into the last-named shaft and the workmen 
were compelled to retreat. The mice is in the 
extreme corner of Will county. The miners 
live in a village just across the line in Grundy 
countp. The Diamond Companj’s pits are 
known as No. 1, No. 2, etc. One of the lead­ 
ing stockholders is Hugh Jewett, of the Erie 
Railroad. Pit No. 2, the scene of to-day’s hor­ 
ror, had been operated about three years, and 
from two hundred to four hundred men and 
boys have been regularly employed iu it, 
This morr ir.g 290 or 300 went in. Those who 
escaped did so by a miracle. Shaft No. 2 ia 
92 feet de:p, and above the coal lies 70 to 110 
feetcf eaith. The coal vein varia3 in thick­ 
ness from 3 feet 9 inches to 4 feet. Above it 
is a layer of soapstone resting on a bed of fire 
clay. Tt e vein winds and dips a good 
dial, and thue Home parts of the mine 
are 
low r than 
others. _ From 
the 
main shaf: radiate passages in every direc­ 
tion in which coal is to be found. These 
must be 4 feet high and 6 feet wide. 
THE 1 INERS PROPPED THE PASSAGES 
With timber and soapstone, but the props did 
not prove to be strong enough for the superin­ 
cumbent mass of 80f.gy earth. News of the 
accident saon spread, and a great crowd gath­ 
ered aboux the mouth cf the pit, where work­ 
men were fishing cut the almost exhausted 
and nearly drwoBed men who were alive at 
tho bottom of the ehaft. 
Many a wife 
or fdaughter knelt on the ground and 
prayed fervently for the, safety of her loved 
one, and as the heart rending character of 
the calami ty appeared, the grief of the sur­ 
vivors wat outspoken and painful to behold. 
A wife bfnt over the shaft as her husband 
climbed up the laddder with the dead body 
of his oca in his arms. She extender her 
hand to receivee thorn, and was dis­ 
appointed and doomed to greater grief, 
for the man, worn out by the des- 
pirate struggle for life and for the body 
of his son, fell back into the pit with the 
lifeless corpse. He has not been seen since. 
Mrs. McQuestion, who38 husband and three 
sons were buried, upon learning the news, 
wa3 prostrated, and cow lies ia a precarious 
condition, with her mind permanently in­ 
jured.

THE STAR ROUTE CASE. 
Rerdell Tells How Dorsey Manipulated 
Affidavits. 
I By Telegraph.] 
W a sh in g ton , Feb.uary 17:h. — In the 
star route case this morning Rerdell made 
the following confession. He said : I became 
acquainted with S. W. Doraey in 1872. M et 
•John Dorssy in tho spring of 1873, at Sena­ 
tor Dorsey’s house, on I street. First met 
Peck about 1869 or 1870 Became scqnsinted 
with Brady iu the spring . f 1879. In Au­ 
gust, 1875, witness was appointed to a posi­ 
tion under the District Government. For 
some time acted as Dorsey’s Secretary. 
Miner had an «ffi e in the third story of 
Dorsey’s house. Boone, W atts and Senator 
Dorsey frequented Miner’s office. Early in 
February, 1873, the night before the pro­ 
posals closed, witness began his connection 
with the mail fcueicess. Eariy that evening 
Miner asked witness to assist him. Witness 
hesitated, and Senator Dorsey asked him to 
assist Min: r. When he got up stairs Miner 
iaformsd him that he wished him to help fix 
up proposals. Miner read off the amounts 
and witness filled in dollars and cents in 
bidp. Tart of tho time Senator Dorsey was 
present and part of the time Boone was pres­ 
ent. Ha believed W atts was also present. 
Witness worked until about 1 o’clock. 
Miner read ctf the figures from the book 
containing advertisements. In December, 
1878, 
witness 
had 
a 
conversation 
with Miner about the book, at his 
home on C street. Miner showed him the 
book, and told him who had filled in the 
figures. He said the figures were in Senator 
Dorsey’s handwriting. One mrrniug in De­ 
cember, 1878, witness went to Dorsey's house 
at his request. 
Dorsey had before him a 
large number of communications. He teased 
them over to witness and asked him if h9 
knew what they meant. V/itne-s read about 
dozen. They were Communications from tho 
Dost office Deparment, adihotred to Dorse;. 
Peck, Boone. Minor and, perhaps. W atts. 
Dorsey naked him to take charge of the busi­ 
ness. Witness carried them down to the 
office ia the Dey-street building. I) rsey 
said bo intended to take away the business 
from Boone, who was then attending to it. 
Saw Dorsey again on the following morning. 
Told him ho thought he could attend to the 
business after getting a little further informa­ 
tion. Doraey promised to get all the papers 
connected with the business. Boone, he said, 
would understand what pap rs were wanted. 
Witness did as directed, and got a large case 
oí ptgecn-holeB full of papera. Took thorn to 
Miner’s room io Dorsey’s house, and devoted 
al! b¡9 spare timo to the business of writing 
letters to sub-contractors and othere. 
FIXING THE STATIONS. 
About July 5:h or 10,h Dor;ey asked him 
ii he would like to gj West. Witness re­ 
plied ia the affirmative. By D >r«j’s direc­ 
tion he put ia an :.f plication for lenvo of 
absence. Dorsey said be would eee that he 
got it. Witness was to go West to assist Jno. 
W. Dorsey iu putting ihe service on the B > 
marck ana Toe ,ue river route?. Left Wash­ 
ington July 11th ; received instructions and 
8150 from Dorsey before leaving. Dorsey 
also went with him to the German-American 
National Bank and placed to the credit of 
Jno. W. Dorsey & Co. §3,000. Witness 
signed the firm name, "Jno. W. Dortey & 
Co 
upon the books, and when witness re­ 
turned he negotiated three bank notes signed 
Jno. W. D. rsey & Co., and irdorsed S. W. 
Dorsey. Did not remember whether Miner 
or himself had tho notes. Ueed nearly all 
the money for steckim: the Tongue river 
route. Altogether §8.000 was used for this 
purpose. Before witness went West D >rsey 
furnished him with postal blanks, and told 
him to establish a station off to one 
eide of 
the 
route sixty mi’.es, and 
put in appropriations, and have it upon 
the routes. It" was calculated this would 
make up for the distance Tost through errone­ 
ous advertisements. Witness missed connec­ 
tion at St. Paul. While waiting, met John 
W. Dorsey in the hotel. John Dorsey took 
him down to tho stables and showed him 
Fennel’s horae3. They want ou together to 
Bismarck, acd with tho assistance of John 
Dorsey and Pennei, witness proceeded to buy 
erajp, stock, camp utensils and other rtqui- 
sites. The train was prepared, and Peoael 
started to build ranches and dig wells. W it­ 
ness selected a site for the prop-ssd office, 
and even picked out a name for it. A t 
Miles City witness got up a petition, and 
every one of whom asked, signed it. He 
had a letter of introduction to General Miles, 
and got him to write a letter to the Depart­ 
ment. Witness left John Dorsey at Miles 
City. Witness picked out a place or. the map 
for a new Postcffice, but knew nothing about 
the inhabitants at that place. - 
* It was a paper Postcffice ?” asked the. 
Court. 
The witness answered affirmatively. 
S. W. Dortej’s instructions were tor 
build stations about fifteen or sixteen miles 
apart. He said the service would be in­ 
creased, and until that time they could use 
every third station. He was also instructed 
to get up a petition for increase aud expedi­ 
tion. He bad bees famished with letters to 
a number of prominent persons, it eluding 
Governor Ramsey, General Rosser and Sena­ 
tor Windom. About tho 1st cf August wit­ 
ness left John W. Dorsey in charge of the 
route and returned to Wa-hiogton The 
witness, continuing, said that his family oc­ 
cupied Senator Dorsey’s house in the summer 
of 1878 When bo returned front the West, 
Áliner also took up his abode there. Senator 
Dorsey was away, aud witniss occupied the 
house at his request. Miner ai»id the service 
was ia bad condition, and they couldn’t do 
anything while Boons was io ; that Brady 
wes hostile to Boone, who talked too much. 
Miner asked witness his opinioa upon the 
subject of admitting Vaile into the business. 
V&de, be said, was an old contractor, aud 
had plenty of money. 
“ W hat did he say of relations bstween 
Vaile and Brady ? ” aeked Merrick. 
Objected to, but objection overruled. 
Answer—“ He said Vaile was very close to 
Brady.” 
MANUFACTURING AFFIDAVITS. 
Witness then resume»! : “ When Si. na tor 
Dorsey returned, witaess with Miner took 
the house. In a genera! conversation there 
cue night Miner showed him a petition of 
th9 Arizona routee—Mint ral Park, the Pioche 
route or the Etirenberg rente, and asked him 
to write in the interlineations. (The Court 
sustained the objection to this statement un­ 
til the paper was produced ] In conversation 
Vaile spoke of the porsibilitics of the service, 
saying some of the routes to let at §40,000 
would be pushad so as to yield §690,000 or 
§700 000 a year. Speaking o! the affidavit on 
the Rawlins White River route, Vaile asked 
how they could get the ifiilavit ia lieu of 
John Dorsey’s affidavit. 
At that time 
(March, 1879)3. W. Dorsey was quarreling 
with Miner and Vailo and refused to a low 
his brother to furnish an affidavit. Vaile 
said he thought he could get Brady to accept 
an affidavit from the Bub contractor, and 
withiu a few days reported that Brady hid 
consented to do this by Va'le’e direction. 
Witness wrote ont a blank affi lavit and rent 
to Petkins for his eigmture. It came back 
signed with spt-ces for men and animals un­ 
filled according to direction.” 
IDENTIFYING THE AFFIDAVIT, 
Merrick presented the affi lavit to witness, 
who identified it, aud said the words "one” 
preceding trips, “ threo ” preceding men, 
"six "preceding animals, “ tight ” preceding 
men and “ twenty-four” pr ceding animals 
had been filled in by him: ctf, by direction of 
Dorsey, who also suggested the numbers. 
Witness filed the affi lavit and letter of trans­ 
mittal in the Department by Dorsey’s direc­ 
tion. Witness said be again went West in 
April, 1879, where he made new sub-contracte 
and got up petitions. 
His instructions 
from J. W. Dorsey were to prevent the 
sub contract from being filed. 
Dorsey said 
very few sub-contractors knew anything 
about expedition. 
He was to be care­ 
ful net to tell them that case. As an ex­ 
cuse for negotiating new subcontracts, 
he was to tell the :ub-contr»ctorB the old fiim 
had dissolved, and that he (Dorsey) would 
see that they were raid, if the sub contracts 
were not tiled. He prepared a number of 
blank affidavits, signed by J. W. Dc r.vy and 
Peck, to be used whenever necessary. Either 
tne witness or 8. W. Dortey took one of the 
affidavits and filed it, the cumber cf routes 
and the number of men and animals taking 
up one affidavit. In conD-ction wi¡h the 
Ojicalietta route, witness s-rid that although 
tke body of the paper waa iu the handwriting 
of W. T, Kellogg, Notary Public, the figures 
opposite the men and animals and the num­ 
ber of the route were written by S. W. 
Dorsey. 
_ 
The Court adjourned without completing 
the examination of the witne’f.

THE FOLbOBI 
PRISON. 


Early in the session of the houses it wa3 
boldly and w ith some bitternesB stated on 
the floor of the Assem bly that the State 
Prison at Potaew was very unfortunate in 
location, inasmuch as the health of the 
prisoners wcs there very poor, and ex­ 
posed to the worst form of malarial dis­ 
eases. 
It was then intimated that there 
was sufficient cause, on that account, for 
abandoning the prison location, to say 
nothing of declining to make there a re­ 
pository for the safe keeping of insane 
crimináis. 
A t that tim e the R ecord- 
U n io n rebuked the utterance made in the 
face of the facts, and the reports of the 
physicians and officers in charge at the 
prison. 
N ow comes a committee of the 
House and reports, after careful examina­ 
tion, that the health of the prisoners is 
exceptionally good, as compared to thoEe 
in prison generally. 
The committee is evi­ 
dently well pleased with ths situation of 
the prison, and the advantages it offers for 
the employment of the criminals at labor 
not in competition with free labor. 
It rec­ 
ommends earnestly that a wall be con­ 
structed so as to inclcse ten acres, and 
thus enlarge the facilities for working the 
prisoners without maintenance of a large 
body of guards at a heavy expense. 
The 
legislatu re will undoubtedly allow the 
small sum asked for, to that end. 
The 
report of the committee has already been 
adopted, and there will be no disposition, 
we opine, in the Senate to strike out the 
appropriation. 


INFORMERS’ 
REVELATIONS. 


Another of the men under arrest at 
Dublin has become a witness for the Crown. 
H e tells the w hole story of the murder of 
Lord Cavendish and Secretary Barke, and 
w ith a particularity that is remarkable. 
H e confirms Kavanaugh’s story in every es­ 
sential, and refers to circumstances in de­ 
tail that go far toward corroborating his 
statem ents. 
He gives the whole history of 
the conspiracy to assassinate Government 
officials, and all the means by which the 
crimes were to be 
accomplished. 
He 
identifies his accomplices positively as the 
prisoners in the dock. There would seem to 
be no doubt now a9 to these men being the 
real criminals, and it may be taken as set­ 
tled that the mystery of the Rfccenix Park 
m arder is cleared np at last, for the dis­ 
closures do not rest upon the statements of 
informers 
alone, 
corroborating 
circum­ 
stances being many and atrong. 
The civil­ 
ized world will rejoice if justice shall in­ 
deed be triumphant and the assassins of 
the park tragedy m eet the condign pun­ 
ishment they merit. 
Irishmen in America 
are of one mind on this matter ; certainly 
we have heard of no expression to the con­ 
trary. 
Their feeling is one of satisfaction 
that the perpetrators of the assassination 
are in hand, and that there is a probability 
that justice will be meted out to those 
whose act tended to affix the deepest of all 
disgraces upon their native land. 


THE CITY REVENUE QUESTION. 
Í 


The high license question has awakened 
general immediate attention. 
A t Joliet, 
111., one year ago, the city received but 
$4 500 per annum from ninety saloons, pay. 
ing $50 license fee per annum. 
Joliet in­ 
creased the rate to §500 per annum, and 
the saloons decreased to sixty in number, 
but the city received f/om them §30.000 
in the past year. 
Nearly tw o years ago 
there was passed in Nebraska what is 
known as the Slocumb law. 
It raised the 
license fee to §1,000 a year. 
It required 
every applicant for a license to furnish a 
bond of §5,000 as security for damages, 
fines, etc., which might be recovered against 
him. It has proved a success; has debarred 
persons of bad repute from engaging in 
liquor selling, as all applications for license 
have to be published for two weeks, to give 
all who wish full opportunity to protest. 
Under this law the number of saloons in 
Omaha was reduced from 250 to 90. 
Says 
an Omaha correspondent of the St. Louis 
G lolt-D em ocral: ‘‘No cne claims that there 
is any less liquor sold here than before the 
passage of the bill, or that the number of 
drinkers has keen materially diminished. 
The good results lie in the forcing of ths 
traffic into the hands of a few responsible 
meD, and in the enormous increase in the 
license revenue. 
Statistics show that the 
quantity of liquor sold in towns of given 
size (where not totally prohibited) averages 
about the same, and is not governed to any 
gieat degree by the number of place where 
it is kept for sale. ” Sacramento licenses two 
hundred places where liquors are sold ex­ 
clusively, and eighty where liquors and 
groceries are sold, or beer aloue. 
From all 
licenses, merchandise and otherwise she 
receives§20,000per annum. The saloons pay 
§15 per quarter, and the grocery with bars 
from §10 to §15. 
N ow Euppose the saloon 
license be placed at §50 per month, and 
the two hundred fall off to one hundred and 
twenty-five ; 
that 
gives a revenue of 
§75,000. 
Suppose the eighty other places 
be restricted to the sale of beer only, 
by a license rate of §10 per month. 
It is 
not at all likely that they w ill decrease in 
number, for while the low dens where vile 
liquor ii sold will decrease, the places for 
sale of beer will probably increase, and 
grocers will not be affected in their sales 
of beer by the license rate. 
The eighty 
would pay, then, §9,600 a year. 
This gives 
a total of §84,600 revenue, 
as against 
§20,000 now. 
It costa §70,000 a year to 
run the water works and produce a surplus 
of §40,000. 
Suppose the first figure be re­ 
duced to §35,000, and the water rate ac­ 
cordingly cut down one-half, we will still 
have §5,000 surplus from that source. 
Then abolish all the licenses on merchan­ 
dising which are now based on sales, a 
most uncertain and inequitable foundation. 
Add to the §84,600 derived from liquor 
licenses, §35,000 raised by water rates, 
and we have a revenue of §119,600, as 
against§96,C00now (i, e. §26,000licenses and 
§70,000 Irom water). This leaves usa clean 
balance, then, of §23 000, w ith merchandise 
license abolished and water rates reduced 
one-half. 
This balance will enable still 
further reductions to be made in the prop­ 
erty tax rate. 
Of course, with change of 
the figures for rates assumed in our pre­ 
mise, this balance can be made greater. In 
this whole matter we must not for 3 moment 
be misled by the idea that high license will 
change the relation cf the sa'oan keeper to 
the public or of society to the saloon­ 
keeper. 
There is, on the contrary, only a 
business proportion in it— to w it : to in­ 
crease tbe revenue by a tax on liquors, de­ 
crease the burdc-n in other q larters, and 
eliminate the mere doggery fi jm our sys­ 
tem. 
W e have too many places where 
liquor is sold, too little revenue from 
them, 
and 
unreasonable 
licenses 
for 
dealing in ¡.he accessaries ot lire. 
rr"~ j 
proposition is to shift the burlen and ac­ 
complish reform also. 
One fa jtor should 
not be loBt sight of— the blotting out of 
the doggery w ill lessen the expenses in­ 
curred in suppressing crime an I punishing 
for crime. 
Before the annual tax levy is 
made we suggest that the Trustees give 
tbia matter serious consideration. 
Ii the 
plan is deemed feasible, there is no reaeon 
why it should not be tried at once, and the 
tax rate made materially less *ttian now 
proposed.

The preliminary examination of J. F. Cur­ 
tis, late master mechanic of the N. P. R. R. 
shops at Sprague, W . T., and of five em­ 
ployes, charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the company, came to a tudden termination 
yesterday by the annoaacement that small­ 
pox had broken out in ths hotel where several 
witnesses were staying. A physician from 
Spokan Fails was telegraphed for, 
and 
it is not known whether the report is true. 
Ths officers of the company have been very 
reticent about the affair, but to-night an ( Ri­ 
cial in high position tofif an Ortfi'minn re­ 
porter the followirg facts in the case :

When the

cu e ; then received their regular month’s 
pay from the company, falsely certified to by 
the time-keeper and f ireman. 
The amount 
involved is about §15,000, but there are hints 
of much larger sums which cannot be traced 
Nothing so far has been brought to the sur 
f sea which in any way implicates Division 
Superiutent H. W. Fairweather, who re­ 
signed on the 1st instant, and whose nsigna- 
lion was accepted Friday with reluctance. 
He was placed in a most embarrassing situa­ 
tion, Curtis being his father-in-law, and he 
would either have 11 assist in his prosecution 
c-r resign, and he choose tbe latter course.

Saturday's Session oi Beth E cuscs—The 
Earfcor Commissioners— The Contested 
flection E uddle—ho Representative for 
Solano. 


The Senate ard Assembly both held sessions on 
Saturday and transacted a good des) of business. 
The special files were passed over and a very large 
number of bills read a first time. In tbe Senate a 
very interesting report was presented from the mi­ 
nority of the Committee on Comme. ce and Naviga­ 
tion, and in the Assembly an effort to scat Dozier as 
an Assemb'yrnan frara Solano county faded, and the 
seat is left vacant. 
The Senat;met at 10 A. M , Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
A message was received from the Governor, an­ 
nouncing his approval of S. B. £30, to provide a con­ 
tingent fund for the Senate. 
Indefinite leave of absence was granted Knight 
aud Cox on account of sickness. 
Kellogg introduced a resolution to pav L. W. BucK 
his mileage from the county seat of So'ano county 
and hi i ptr diem for fort;- jne days. Aisoaicsolu- 
tioa to pay L. VV-. Buck 81,027, f ir his expenses 
in contesting the scat oí J. M. Dudley, as Senator 
from Solano countv. Both were referred to the 
Committee on Conlicgent Expenses. 
English, from the Committee on Irrigation, Water 
Rights and Drainage reported back adversely the 
bill to i romote irrigation. 
Perry introduced a bid to regulate the mode of 
commuting persons convicted of felony to the State 
Prison. It provides that persons convicted of felony 
shall be c mmitted to the State Prison nearest to the 
county seat wht re the ciso is tried. The Warden 
of the State Prison shall be immediately notified by 
the Sheriff, and the Warden must send some suit­ 
able person to take charge ot the prisoners and con­ 
duct them to the State Prison. 
Lynch introduced as a Senate bill Leverson’s A. B. 
192, to prevent common carriers from making uis- 
criminations and unjust and extortionate charges on 
the carriage of goods in violation of law. The bill 
was killed in the Assembly. 
Kyan introduced a bill to amend Section 3546 cf 
the Political Code, relative to proceedings against 
delinquent purchasers. The bill applies specially to 
swamp lands, and requires those taking up lands to 
keep the interest paid up, so as to prevent swamp 
lan:is being held for speculative purposes. 
Cross introduced a bill to rm.nd Section 629 of 
the Code ot Civil Procedure, so as to give the Judge 
the power, after au injunction has been issued, to 
iucrease the amount of the bond. 
Johnson introduced a bill to amend Section 1769 
of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
It enlarges the 
powers of guardians by providing that lie may com­ 
poned for all claims and interest that the ward may 
have, or heir, legatee or (hstributee. 
The apportionment bills and the road law were 
postponed until tc-day, and the Senate t 
u up the 
general tile anti a iaige number of bills were read a 
first time, among them Vrooman’s bill to provide 
for the improvement of streets, lanes, alleys, courts, 
places and sidewalks, aud the construction of sewers 
within municipalities. 
Kellie's bill, allow.ng any railroad in the State to 
consolidate its capital stcek, debts, property, assets 
and franchises with those of any other railroad in 
this State, or any other State, was rent the firrt 
time. Cross was the only Scnat *r who voted against 
it, and argued that if the Bu’tc-rworth Liil was vici­ 
ous, which allows the consolidation of one line of 
road, this bill, which allows the consolidation of any 
and all roads and franchises, is doubly so. 
When 
the vote was announced ha wanted to know whether 
tiiis rnti-monopoly Senate had ail failen down, and 
lie alone was left standing with the people, and what 
had become < f the San Francisco E x t miner. 
Whitney, from the joint Committee on Commerce 
and Navigation, submitted a minority report, ffcm 
which we make the following txtraets : 
To the Honorable tho Senate and Assembly of the 
State of California: Pile joint Committee on Com­ 
merce and Navigation of the Senate and Assembly 
have attended to the duties devolved upon them 
by the Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. It, and 
beg leave to report as follows : It proceeded to San 
Erancisci to facilitate its investigations, and in 
order that it nrght have the full benefit of any sug­ 
gestions a d testimony of merchants and others in­ 
terested iu the subject of inquiry. 
The fullest op­ 
portunity was given, and invitation» to be heard 
extended to all latrsons.

The investigation into the official acts of the Har­ 
bor Commission was a’so carried on mostly in San 
Francisco, to give the gnat st facility tb the labors 
of the committee. A visit to the seawall showed 
that this important work has progressed sitisfac- 
torily in the pa9t, and it may be said with pride that 
although the work is not constructed to one-ha!f of 
the proposed ex’eot up m the plan originally adopt­ 
ed, vet the facilities o! commerce are at the present 
time superi r to tlu.se off rdcd in any large port of 
tho world. There have already been constructed 4,561 
feet of seawall, atan expense of $891,671 56. Sheds 
for the accommodation of the immense grain pro­ 
duct of the State have been constructed, 100 feet in 
width and 2,000 feet in length, along the seawall, 
w here the wheat crop may be landed ;,rd remain for 
fifteen days awaiting' shipment without charge to 
the producers. I he State may point with pride to 
this state of affairs. 
it is in contemplation to commence another sec­ 
tion of 1,000 feet of seawall, the money in the State 
Treasury to the c-redit < J this fund being sufficient 
to justify this undertaking. When the advantages 
that have already been derived to the State, not 
on y in iucr ase of revenue, but in aiminution of 
the burdens of commerce, are considered, it is sate 
to say that the work should not be unnecessarily 
postponed. Among the advantages that may be 
mentioned are the following: 
1. It permitd consignors to concentrate tbeir car­ 
goes, thereby enabling the ship to take in her cargo 
at one point, saving expense to tho ship-owner. 
2. It saves tlte fainter tire cost of drayage and 
storage of his wheat. Beth these items of expense 
fill upon the producer. 
3. it would exempt the State from the enormous 
destruction of piling by the to edo, and the plank­ 
ing by the wheels and hoofs of drayiug. 
It has 
been estimated that the siviug to the State from 
these Eutirces alone would equal the interest on one 
million doll rs at three per cent, per annum. The 
urgent repairs upon the old bulkcad and wharves 
necessary to keep them in order has been upwards of 
$60,000 during the last two years, which would in 
effect be saved. 
4. The construction of the seawall renders the im­ 
provement of property along the water front pos 
sible. 
Warehoupesand m.vnufactor es can now be 
built, where, without this work, only temporary 
wooden structures could be supported. 
This has 
caused an increase of several hundred per cent, in 
value of tlie property within the Seawal1, which is 
sav,d bv the State ; 
for by its construction and 
modification of the water front lino there has been 
created a large number of vatuab’e lots, which can 
be disposed ot or held for public purposes. 
During tbe investigation but three causes of com- 
p’aint against the actions of the Harbor Commis­ 
sioners were developed or suggestod : 
First—That they have caused Broadway or Spoar- 
street whRives t ■ be widened at considerable ex­ 
pense, but without c irresp mding increase of revenue 
to the Sute. 
Tho-e wh -rv-» have hcen assigned to 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Con pmy and the Ore­ 
gon Railway aud Navigation Company. 
It was sug­ 
gested that by this action of the Commissioners 
favoritism was shown to these comp mies and to 
their agents. Wc, however, fiad that tbe improve­ 
ment did n >t add to tlie levcnues of the companies or 
of their agents, but was demanded by tlie merchants 
and draymen of bau Francisco for their own ac­ 
commodation 
Bit re the widening, teams were 
compelle i to stand in line sometimes for me re than 
twe:.ty-four hours before oeing able 
to dis­ 
charge their loads 
upjn 
the v.hxrves, until 
tlie detention and expense lecame clmost intoler­ 
able. After the improvement the teams could come 
and go without delay. The evidence of merchants 
and draymen contained in the printed testimony 
fully sustain the action of the State Board- (Testi­ 
mony, pp. 150, 154, £16). 
Second—It was complained that in one or two in­ 
stances the dredgers of the State had entered into 
competition with private partit 8, to their loss and 
to the cost of the State, as well as to the benefit of 
the favored lessees 
This complaint was confined 
chiefly to the drcdgi g of 'he slip in front of Bryait 
6tree', between Main and Beale streets 
For the 
purposes of this report, we deem it sufficient to 
state that an attempt was ma le by private parties 
to enjoin the p-'tformance of this work by the Har­ 
bor Commissioners. 
On a tri.il before the Superior 
Court it was decided that not only had the Board 
the right, hut it was its duty, to dredge this slip. 
Iu return for this s: rvice tho State receives in in 
crease of rents $2,400 per nr.un, atan expense of 
about $1.200 per annum. (See testimony of William 
Blanding, p. 174, and A. N. Stetsou, p. 200 ) The 
committee believe it comrarv to sound pubie 
policy for the State to come in competition wiui 
private interests, cither in dredging or other pri­ 
vate enterprises. 
■ 
Third—it was also complained that a portion of 
Bryant-elreet wharf has been leased t> the Mer­ 
chants’ Dry Dock Company, at a monthly rental of 
$275, when the whirl otherwise employed w uld 
yield e reve1 ue of upwards of $1,000 per month, 
it appears that the State several yiars 'go leased to 
that Dry Dock Company a portion of the water 
front near North Beach at the same rental 
Upon 
the completion of the seawa l in front of the 
leased premises they became value'ess for the pur­ 
poses for which they were held. The Harbor tom 
missioners then ass'gned the company their present 
location without any increase in rent. By tho 
terms ot the original lease, dated August 13. 1874, 
tho premises Were granted for a term of ten years, 
with tbe condition that the floating dock should lie 
removed 
at 
any 
time 
that 
the 
premises 
might 
be 
required 
for 
harbor 
improve­ 
ments, 
without 
the 
payment 
of 
damages. 
The removal to the present localily was about the 
beginning of 1879. It was then thought best to 
m tko this arrange-ment to prevent threatentd liti­ 
gation, and since that time the arra- gen cut has 
continued without change. Tee committee is of 
tlie opinion that the Dry Dock Company bad no 
right against the State which they could have main­ 
tained, and that tho price piid for their present »c 
c mmooat'ons is totally inadequate to tlie privilege 
they enjoy. Many complaints have been r ffe'ed to 
the committee in regard to the charges ma te b>- 
this compinv for the use of tlie r dock. But the 
committee has not thought this subject within the 
scope of tbeir inquiry. The committee is of the 
opinion that the Harbor Commissioners should at 
once take st. ps to tcrmina’e the special privilege 
now enj >yed by the Dry Dock Company, or see that 
the State ricelves an adequate return fur the prop­ 
erty held by it. 
An examination was made into the fea ibillty of 
diminish-ng the present rates of wharfage and 
tolls. The power of fixing their rites is now vested 
absolutely in the Harbor Commissi-mere. From 
time to time since 1872 reductions have been made, 
until at the present time the rat s of dockage are 
one-half of what they then were, ai d tolls have 
been reduced from twenty-five cents per ton to five 
cents per ton. These charges, in point of economy, 
make Nan Francirco, so far as Sute charges arc 
concerned, as cheap a port as any of the- principal 
ports of the world, especiahy as, owing to the un­ 
usual facilities for loading and unloading at our 
broader wharves and do: ks, much less time is neces- 
sari! v consumed th in elsewhere. 
Fora complete statement of comparative charges 
wc refer to the testimony of Captain Blanding (pp. 
190-1) and Captain W. A. Philip; (p. fe.1), of the testi­ 
mony accompaniing this report. 
We are of the 
opinion hat no further reduction of rater can prop 
criy be made at the present time. Testimony has 
also been taken as to the possibility of reduciug the 
expense of collecting wharfage and t dis bv a sys­ 
tem different from that now employed. The com­ 
mittee refer to the testimony, pro and eon, oí i ap- 
tain Blanding (p 165) and Captain A. M. Burns (p 
196) upon the subject; also to the report of the 
Harbor Commisdouers. made Ju’y 1, 18S2. The 
committee did not mako any examin ¡tion into the 
books < f the Commission, as but a short time ago 
the books were eximined by a comp tent expert, 
who reported that the methods iu use were busiuesi 
l.ke, and were catr ed out tn a thoroughly accurate 
manner. (See report of Lauren E Crane.) The 
committee call attention to the fact t' at this report 
is made tlie nay after the reception of printed testi­ 
mony, which should accompany it.

After recess Kellogg, from the Committee on 
Flections, presented a majority aud minority report 
ou the petition presented by Laura De Force Gor­ 
don, asking that the political disabilities of women 
be removed. The majority of the committee, con­ 
sisting of Senators Spencer t f Napa, English, Sulli­ 
van and Reddy, reported that the subject was settled 
by the Constó utiuu lately submitted to the people, 
and they did not deem it politic to re commend any 
change in the law in that respect. The minority of 
the committee, consisting of Senators Kellogg, 
Vrooman and McClure, reported that no special 
relief should be granted to the petitioner, but that 
an amendin' st to the Constitution should be sub­ 
mitted to the people, striking out the word “ male.” 
"Del Valle gace notice of a motion to amend the 
rules S" that the third reading of bills should come 
before the first and second reading in the order of 
business. 
At 2x10 P. M. tbe Senate adjourned. 
The Assembly met at 10 i M , the Speaker in the 
chair. 
The following report was submitted by the Com­ 
mittee on State Prisons: 
The sub committee appointed to visit the prison 
at Fo!8um would respectfully report that in their 
judgment an appropriation should at once be made 
fcr the building of a wall. There is at present no 
barrier on the river side of tho quarry, and nothing 
to prevent a rush. It is therefore impossible to work 
many prisoners with security. A stone wall 4S0 feet 
in length on tho west side of the prison, and another 
250 fe-t in length on tho east side, joining in each 
ca3o the natural wall formed by the steeply graded 
hills, will inclose a prison yard ten acres in extent, 
in which the qnarry will be embraced 
The ex­ 
penditure for cement and iron will be $7,000, and 
this is ail t at is required to render the prison labor 
lnuch more productive, and to greatly increase the 
security of imprisonment. In our opinion, if the 
expenditure is made, tho probable earnings cf the 
prisoners, added to the appropriation recommended 
by the Commi tee of the Whole, will be sufficient 
for the maintenance of the prison. 
We will refer to 
the excellent health of the prisoners, and the gen­ 
erally satisfactory condition of tlie prison, in our 
report soon to be submitted. 
We submit herewith 
a bill for the needed expenditure, and aek that it be 
put upon its first reading at once. 
The bill referred to in the report, appropriating 
$7,000, was read a first time. 
Leverson’s bill, to prevent common carriers from 
discrimination and unju9t extortionate charges on 
the carriage of goods in violation of law, was re­ 
fused a third reading. 
Weaver’s bill concerning trespassing of animals 
upon private lands in certain counties in the State 
of California, was recommitted to the Judiciary 
Committee witli instructions to amend so as not 
to include Ilumholdt county.

lOGAl INTELLIGENCE. 


A ERUTAL 
AFFAIR. 


Late Saturday evening the principal topic 
of conversation in some quarters of the city 
was “ the prizs fight,” and yesterday morn­ 
ing the question was often asked, “ Are you 
going out to the fight ?” The question ap­ 
peared to have been answered in the affirma­ 
tive about 500 time*, for about that number 
of people had assembled at 2:30 o’clock iu 
the afternoon just beyond the intersection of 
Second and 
Y streets to witness the af­ 
fair. It being the Lord’s day, R e c o rd -U n io n 
repre.entativeB were engaged in other exer­ 
cises, but from what could ba learned it was 
a first-class affair in respect to the principals 
beiDg badly used up. 
The principals were 
James Donovan aad George Wittenbrocfr, 
st e o young men well known iu the city, and it 
w»«.not a “ prize-fight,” as generally termed, 
but iKfight fo r “ blocd,” Donovan, it ap­ 
pears, was pounced upon recently by three 
young meo, of which 
Wittenbrock was 
one. 
Donovau 
k a l 
pleJged 
him­ 
self to whip the three, 
and 
yesterday 
he finished the second one. 
It was decided 
between the seconds by tossing up a half dol­ 
lar that the fight should be a rough-and-tum­ 
ble, being won by Wittenbrock. 
Three 
rounds, of three minutes each, wero fought. 
I d the first round rue of the contestants had 
a finger nearly bitten off, and daring the 
second r .und the other lost a portion of one 
of his ears. Tno end of the third round found 
Wittenbrock lying on the grren sward 
gasping for breath. In answer to the question 
he replied, “ H e’s too many for me.” It is 
stated to be the mcBt brutal affair ever wit­ 
nessed in this county. 
These fijhts have 
been qnite frequent, but have usually teen 
kept more quiet, and have only been wit­ 
nessed by a few invited and intimate friends 
of the 
contestants. 
This was probably 
through the fear < f interference by officers of 
the law. 
The affair yesterday shows that no 
danger is to be anticipate ! from that source, 
and hereafter the general public may expect 
to be invited. 
A t no distant day it may be­ 
come the custom to announce their occur­ 
rence through the columns of the daily press.

D e a th o f a n O ld C itiz e n .—Jonas Stan- 
bury Woods, a well-known citizen, died Sat­ 
urday morning about 8 o’clock. 
The funeral 
took place 
yesterday aftemooD from the 
Masonic 
Temple, under the auspices of 
Washington L -dge, No. 20, F. and A. M„ 
J. N . Young, Master. 
The remains were 
escorted to the grave by Sacramento Com- 
mandery No. 2, K. T., E. B. Wiilis, Com­ 
mander. Sacramento Royal Arch Chapter 
No. 3. C. V. Kellogg, High Pries1, also 
formed a part cf the procession, which 
was headed by the First Artillery Band. 
Mr. Woods was born in Ohio, and was in the 
58 :h year of hi* age. 
He came to California 
in 1818, but returned to Ohio soon after, and 
came back to California in 1853, since which 
time he has resided in Sacramento. 
He was 
a member of the Board of Supervisors in 
1861 2, and was ;he President of the Team­ 
sters’ Association while it existed. 
He wps 
elected to the office of Sheriff for the term 
beginning in 1870. 
He was the father of A 
S. Woods, Cieck of the Police Court, and 
leaves five daughters. 
One daughter is Mrs. 
George W. Carey, one Mrs. Joseph M. Mar­ 
tin and one Mrs. Amos Mathews. 
He was 
also a brother of policeman J. M. Woods.

G erm an to w n , February 17tb.—Dr. Hugh 
J. Glenn, of Jacint-, the owner of the larg­ 
est grain ranch in the State, was shot and 
killed to day by Huron Miller. 
Abcut 2 
o’clock this afternoon Dr. Glenn was going 
along the porch of the Jacinto Hotel. 
When 
near the south end of the porch he passed 
Huron Miller, who had been in the employ 
of the 'doctor as bookkeeper for about a 
month. 
Last Monday Miller was discharged 
for drunkenness. 
Miller was standing on 
tha porch with a double-barreled shotgun in 
bis hand, and just as Dr. Gleun passed him 
be raised the gun and fired, only a distance 
of ten feet separating them. 
The whole 
charge took effect in the doctor’s head, tear­ 
ing away a portion of the Bkull about the 
size of a large hen’s egg on the top and 
slightly to the right side of his head. 
The 
doctor fell forward on his face, and as soon 
as possible was conveyed to tha hotel parlor. 
Medical aid was at .once summoned, but it 
was of no avail, for at 8:57 o’clock this even­ 
ing the injured man quietly passed away, 
Burrounded by his family and numerous 
friends. 
CAUSE OF THE MURDER. 
The murderer, Miller, is a man of family, 
and is about 55 years of age. 
He has been 
intimately acquainted for year3 with Dr. 
Glenn. 
Twice has Dr. Glenn started him in 
business, the last time in Colusa ; but being 
en intemperate man he did not succeed. 
Finally he was compelled to resort to the 
menial labor of herding geese at paltry wages, 
when Dr. Glenn again took pity on him and 
gave him a situation as his bookkeeper at a 
salary of §75 per month. 
Last Monday tha 
doctor again found him under the influence 
of liquor and severely reprimanded him, 
when Miller retorted in vile and abusive 
language, whereupon he was immediately dis­ 
charged. 
Ever since that Miller has bom 
loafing around Jacinto under the pretext of 
hunting, but there is now no doubt that his 
sole purpose was to find the proper oppor­ 
tunity to execute his foul design. 
FLIGHT OF THE ASSASSIN. 
As soon as Miller saw his victim fall he 
tried to escape by going across a field in a 
southerly direction. 
Just then R, M. Cuch- 
Tan, general superintendent for Doctor G knr, 
hearing of the crime, rushed for a Henry r fie 
and started in pursuit. 
When within hailing 
distance he ordered Miller to stop. 
Miller 
then turned upon Cochrau and told him not 
to approach or he would shoot, haring taken 
his shotgun along. 
Cochran, seeing no other 
way of capturiog the murderer, shot at Miller, 
and the bullet enfered the fleshy part of his 
thigh. 
Being wounded, Miller threw up his 
bauds and celled for mercy. 
He was then 
transferred to the Colusa jail, where fce now 
lies. 
SORROW IN JACINTO. 
The death of Dr. Glenn has caused much 
sorrow at Jacinto. 
He gave employment to 
hundreds of m6n, and treated them all more 
as members of his family than as his work­ 
men. 
The streets of the town are crowded 
with his men, who look on his death as a 
great miefortune, both personally and to the 
community. 
A t all times he was forkmost iu 
public undertakings, and his less will not only 
be felt in this town but all over Colusa coun­ 
ty. 
He was identified with tho agricultural 
interests of the entire State, being the largest 
wheat-grower in California. 
His busine is 
was not alone confined to this State, for he 
had large cattle and farming interests iu Ore­ 
gon and Nevada. 
THE MURDERER AND HIS FAMILY. 
_4~ 
C o lu sa , February 18th.—Miller is new in 
j iil for the shooting of Dr. Glenn. 
He re. 
fuses to say anything about the affair. 
He 
says that CocheraD, who shot him in the leg 
to make him surrender, did right. 
Miller's 
leg is badly swollen aud is very painful. 
He 
and Dr. Glenn wero boys together, and Mrs. 
Miller and Mrs Glenn were warm friends 
from girlhood. 
Miller was addicted to drink­ 
ing before he came to California, and when 
he came hero Mrs. Glenn desired to provide 
for her friend, Miller’s wife. 
The doctor set 
Miller, who was a good bur-iness man when 
sobsr, up in a stcre at Jacinto, but fce soon 
fell to drinking, and he had to let him go. 
The family then came to Colusa, and Mrs. 
Miller hegan teaching a private school for 
girls. 
She then got a rituatioL in the public 
school, which she holds now. 
Mrs. Glenn, 
however, saw all tho while that the family 
wanted for nothing. 
Miller went away, and 
w asgons for some months: came back, so­ 
bered up, and 
kept books for Jackson 
Park. 
About two yeara ago Dr. Gienn 
and 
some 
other 
friends 
sot 
him 
up in a grocery store .in Colusa, but he ran 
through with all the capital in about fifteen- 
months, and drink again took possession of 
him. 
He went to work on a ranch near W il­ 
liams, and Dr. GlenD, desiring to give him 
another chaDce, took him to Jacinto to keep 
his hoiks, 
Glenu was in Coinsa about ten 
days ago, and, on beirg asked how Miller 
was doing, said he was drinking again, but 
that he intended to take care of him, and see 
that h3 and his family wanted for nothing. 
Miller was very much i fruid of a mob when 
lodged in jail. 
Mrs. Miller was terribly pros­ 
trated with the news of the shooting, and is 
veiy ill. 
She has two grown daughters, bath 
very talented. 
One is an invalid, and the 
other is teaching school at St.Johns, in the 
upper end of this county. 
She has also sev­ 
eral boys. 
No lady stands higher in the esti­ 
mation of the people, a 'd she has borne her 
many trials with a fortitude that has won her 
the admiration of all. 
Everybody sympa­ 
thizes with her and her family. 
CORONER'S INQUEST—ADDITIONAL 
DETAILS. 
W illo w s, February 18tb.—This morning 
Coroner L 
P. Tooly, learning that Dr. 
H. J. 
Glenu, who 
wa3 shot 
yesterday 
afternoon at Jacinto by H . Miller, had 
died 
last night, pummoced

twelve and proceeded to Jacinto, where the 
ju y were sworn and an inquest held, at 
which tho following facts were elicited : 
Miller, who had been in the employ of Glenn 
about one month, was some few days ago dis­ 
charged by the doctor for drunkei ness.

Monday last he was heard to say, “ I will get 
even with Dr. Glenn.” This was said to one 
Maupin, in a conversation respecting his dis­ 
charge. 
Tha 8 .me day he borrowed a saddle 
horse from Dr. Glenn, for the pui pose of com­ 
ing to Willows, and returned the same day 
with 
his 
double-barriltd 
muzz'e-loading

o’clock, one of Dr. Glenn’s horses ran out of 
the Btable Bouth of the hotel with its harness 
oa, when the doctor walked out of the parlor 
door of tha hotel to the south end ot the 
porch, where he stopped with his hands 
in his pockets looking at the men trying 
to catch the horse. 
While standing in this 
position Miller passed him, having tfce gun 
iu his hand, going north, neither speaking to 
the other, end when he had got some ten or 
fifteen feet behind Glenn he turned short 
around to the tight and fired one shot at 
Giei.n, who took une step forward and fell on 
hie face. 
Miller then turned north agair, 
to 'k a few steps, look ed back once, then 
started running nw .h towards the store. 
Meeting a la lv who war just leaving the 
s: ore he raised his gun as if to shoot, when 
Bhe screamed ar.d ran back into the store, 
and Miller ran in a westerly direction across 
a field near by. 
He was pursued by li, M. 
Cocfceran scd John Marran in a buggy, and 
when they neared trim they hallooed to him 
to snrrendsr, when he drew up his gun as if 
to ehoot, and Cocheran, who had a Henry 
rifle, then fired one shot at the ground near 
Miller's fee’, and sgain called on him to sur 
render. 
Miller refusing to do this, and still 
presenting his gun, Cccheran sgain fired, bit­ 
ting Miller in the leg, just 
above 
the 
kne“. 
Miller 
fell 
to 
the 
ground, 
but

pieiented his gun, when 
Cocheran 
told 
him 
to 
surrender 
or 
he 
would 
shoot him again. 
Miller then threw away 
the gar, and was taken into custody aLd 
brought to Willows, where his wound—a fl;sh 
one—was dressed. 
He was at once arrested 
upon a warrant for murder issued by Justice 
M. NortoD, and taken to Colusa to await his 
examination. 
Miller ia reticent, and refuses 
to talk about the murder. 
His motive is un­ 
known to the public. 
It is understood that 
other and more damaging evidence against 
Miller is ia the hands of the authorities, 
which iu due time will be made public. 
The jury found that Glenu came to his 
death from a gunshot wound in the head at 
the hands of H. Miller. 
The wennd was a little above and back of 
the right ear, and about two inches iquare of 
the parietal bone Wits carried away by the 
shot. 
The remains of Dr. Glenn will be taken to 
Oakland to-mcrrow for interment. 


volunteered and served honorably for some 
time in the United States army.

to St. Louis he completed his studies and re­ 
ceived his diploma, standing first in a class of 
200. 
Shortly after he married MÍ38 Aber­ 
nathy. and two weeks after his mrrriage 
started across the plains for California, hav­ 
ing as his only worldly capital a yoke of oxen 
and §5 in bis pocket, from wh’ch aggregate 
had to be deducted an indebtedness of §15. 
He arrived in Sacramento in 1849. 
His first 
employment in that city was driving an ox 
team. 
In 1850 or 1851 he went East and re­ 
turned acr ss the plaicB with a drove of 
oxen. 
He afterwards mads levetal trips 
i cross the plains, bringing back droves of 
cattle and mules. 
After tha overland rail­ 
road was finished, being thj n in partnership 
with 
Mr. Wilson, 
bo 
brought 
by rail 
from the East many carloads of valuable 
stock of various 
kinds. 
A 
little later 
Marion 
B ’ggs 
became 
a 
member 
of 
the firm in the stock and graio busiuees, 
having its affiliations iu all parts of California 
and the adjoining States and Territories. 
In 
1867 D.-. Glenn moved to Colusa county, 
having purchased there 2,000 acres of farming 
land. 
In 1869 the partnership of Glenn, 
Biggs & Wilson was dissolved, the senior 
partner making a generous cffer to divide bis 
ranch equally with his associate*. 
The offer 
was refused. 
Since his first purchase of land 
he bought from time to time of adjoining 
ranchers and the speculators Edgar Mills, 
H iger aud Montgomery, until he owned en 
immense farm of 55,000 acres, 45,000 aeres cf 
which is under cultivation. 
H e generally 
raised a half-million bushels of wheat a year. 
He never obtained an acre of this large tract 
except by purchase. 
Though Btriet in his 
business transactions, Dr. Glenn was said to 
be very generous in his private relations, as 
the poor of the vicinity where he lives can 
testify. 
When one of hie partners was at one 
time embarrassed by heavy losses, with a 
large family and without a dollar, Dr. Glenn 
furnished him the capital to go on, telling 
him that as long as he himself bad a dollar 
half of it belonged to his distressed associate. 
He had several children and lived in simple 
and unpretentious style, superintending in 
parson the five cr sir hundred men who dur­ 
ing tho summer reason were in his employ. 
Dr. Glenn was unknown to politics until 
1879, when he was nominated for Governor 
by the New Constitution party, but W3S de­ 
feated by Gaorge C. Perkins.
